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hudson boat races

College Crews Will Attract
Rowing Enthusiasts From
All Over the Country.

Bftcial Despatch to Tub Nbw Yobk Hbbai.d.

Poughkpepsie, June IX..Seventy-five
thousand persons, the greatest number
tiiat has ever witnessed an intercollegiateboat race in this country, are expectedto view the battle for supremacy
among the crews of California, Colum-
Dia, ^unitsil, tuc i>avy, rcuuo/ivauia anvt

Syracuse on the Hudson River here on

June 22. This Is the estimate given
by Col. Lloyd Collis, representative of
the board of stewards, who has spent
the last week in preparing quarters for
the crews and expects to devote all his
time this week getting ready for the recordbreaking crowd. Just to be on the
safe side. Col. Collis will arrange for the
accommodation of 100,000 persons, althoughhe thinks the number probably
will fall a little short of that mark.

Col. Collis arrived here Just eight days
go. Since then boathouses which were

on the verge of toppling overboard have
been repaired and put In tip top condl-
tlon for the five crews, which, unlike
Columbia, use temporary quarters each
year. Just now four of the crews, Co-
lumbia. California, Syracuse and the
Navy, are In quarters. Pennsylvania Is
expected to-morrow and Cornell will be
In Monday or Tuesday. It was no little
task to repair boathouses that had stood

t unused for five years and get them
ready for the crews. But Col. Collis,
who supervised the construction of Camp
Whitman In 1917 and was construction
officer at the Port of Bordeaux during
the war, has completed the work to the
satisfaction of the coaches, who, as

every one knows, are exceedingly crochetywhen they reach Poughkeepsle.
Now the Colonel Is turning his attentionto the welfare of the vast army

of spectators that will be here. The observationtrain, with its capacity limited
to 2,600 persons, will not begin to carry
even a small fraction of the crowd, and
In order that the main army may be
kept apprised of the movements of the
crews in the three races. Col. Coills will
Install on the bridge a special set of
signalling devices, which will make It
possible for observers anywhere within
a mile and a half of the bridge to determineclearly the position of each crew
at each half mile post.

Fine View for All.

Every facility will be provided for
the accommodation of the crowds
ashore at and near the finish line.
There will be an unobstructed view of
the finish for all. because all yachts
And steamers will be kept to the eastwardof the course so that every one

on the west shore will have the last mile
of the course spread out before them
free and unobstructed. Thus those who
feel disappointed that they cannot obtain
the 96 pasteboards for the train will
have no reason for remaining away from
the regatta, for they will be enabled to
follow almost as well from the lower
part of the course as If they were actuallyon the train.
As to the train Itself, the change In

the length of the course from four miles
to three has placed the starting line
directly opposite the Columbia boathouse.so that were t{ie old system of
having tne middle car or rne irain on

a direct line with the crews adhered to,
the passengers on that car and four or
five on either side of It would be unableto see a thing. Consequently It has
been decided by the stewards to start
the train north of the boahouse so that
every one will have a clear view of the

* crews as they get away. Then the
train will pull abreast of the shells
and continue in that position until the
finish line is reached.
Because of the presence of the Navy

eight In the big race more attention la
being attracted by the regatta throughoutthe country than in any previous
year, not excepting 1907, when the Middiesrowed on the Hudson before. The
number of applications for room reserva-

tions In the Poughkeepsle hotels and for
observation train tickets has swamped
the local Chamber of Commerce. It Is
expected that Foughkeepsle will enjoy
again the riotous days Just before the
regatta which marked the big regattas
In the late '90s Just after the race was

first brought here.

Plenty of Work Ahead.

The practice of the crews for the next
week will be of the most intense kind
with time trials coming every day or

every other day. Columbia, California
and Syracuse which have been here for
somo little time are thoroughly acclimatedand ready to go through a stiff
week of It. The Navy, too, appears to
be tit, but will need a day or two to get
accustomed to the change, and the same

will be true of Pennsylvania and Cornell
when they nrrlve It In hardly probable
that the Navy, Cornell or Penn will
undertake to follow the pace set by the
three other crews, which have an opportunityto 6ct accustonjed to conditions
here.
The two days of next week Just precedingthe regatta will see only the

lightest kind of work with racing stars
occupying the attention of all hands. It
will be necessary, therefore, for the
crews to do their best work this week,
and provided the weather hotds good the
Hudson will be a busy place for the
next six or seven days. There will be
no practice at all on Sunday.

Opinion as to the relative strength of
the cfrcws that will row In the big
regatta has had no chance to develop,
but there Is an underground of feeling
that the big race will find Columbia, the
rvavy ana unuornw in mc >«* >

for the crown et the finish. In the freshmanrace Syracuse has a wonderfully
fine crew and should on present form
have no trouble In disposing of the much
weaker crews that will oppose II. In
the junior varsity race It Is likely*that'
the battle will be between Columbia and
Cornell. Neither the Navy nor Californiawill be entered In this race.

Fly Fishing for Plrkerel.

Three of the leaat appreciated member* of
tha pike family are the well known "pickerels,"the banded (Amerlcanus), grass pike
(vermlculatua) and green pike, Jack, or Easternpickerel tretlculatua). The banded pickereloccurs east of the Alleghany Mountains,
from Massachusetts to Florida. A small fish,
hardly worthy of the angler's attention,
though one can have considerable sport with
It. lacking better game. The grass pike, socalled.Is tha Western representative of the

l_ . .. - \1\m al.aln,,( H .
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The Jack, or Eastern pickerel, la a flah of
some proportion*, reaching a considerable
length and a weight of several pounds. One
fact that seems never to soak Into some
anglers' minds Is that a great Pike and
muskelltinge must at some time In Its life
have'been a small fish. Every large pike Is
a lunge, popularly, scientific knowledge to
the contrary notwithstanding. In the Middle
West at least fully half the "pickerel" taken
are small great pike. Well, whatever the
exact status of the so-called "pickerel" he
Is not deserving of all the odium heaped
upon his speckled body. I am ready to argue
for the little pickerel any time. Oh, he Is
not a trout or a black bass. In the pan' or
out of It, but he Is deserving of more respect
than Is often apportioned to him, In the pan
and In the water.
Dres'cd Immediately upon capture, washed

In cold water, the colder the better, then
left to soak for an hour In salted water and
fried In swept bacon fat, he Is a morsel
more than tempting to the outdoor api>etlte.
Any flslt left* to die on n string or flop Its
life away on the dry, hot bottom of a boat
f'oor cannot In reason prove very tempting
when served as food I have eacn many a

messy basket of trout that fairly turned my
stomach. Any fish, the pickerel first of all.
because "soft." deserves fair and consld
erate treatment If It Is to prove tasty In the
pa 11. « much for the fish, now for the
fishing.
Almost any fish will take a fly upon occa

ton.Recently a correspondent wrote of an

experience he had fly-flshtng for bullheada,
something that taxed even my credulity.
That pickerel would take a fly came as an

itter surprise while fly-flshlng for small
mouth one June morning. It was a hint, and
with me a hint when It comes to fishing la
n.ore than enough. I began fashioning, file*
for pickerel, building them large and flam
hoyant. The more scragglly and attention

such thing* as fly-books, fly-boxes, Ac., will
form a large part of the enthusiastic rodater'aparaphernalia.
Where the stream Is wadeahle, one should

go right In after them, a la any fly-casting.
Perhaps waders would be an advantage, but
pickerel water la not cold and sometimes
quite deep. To venture In water deep enough
to drink statndlng up with waders or hipbootson Is apt to prove somewhat serious.
The fact that the water before you Is not
suitable to wading should not deter you from
fly-flshlng. One can handle the pickerel
files from a boat, and even from the shore.
I have had some of my most enjoyable days I
fly-flshlng for pickerel from the bank, for I
that sort of sport can be undertaken alone, .

while fly-caatlng from a boat almost requires
a boatman. I do not like too many around J
when I am fly.flshlng, not only because It Is
dangerous In my Immediate locality, but too
many fishermen spoil the filing.
The method of angling rAeds little elaborating,simply follow *,iv methods of bass

fishermen. Cast w»'* In shore, esneelallv If
the shore be ttrown or w eedy. and let
the fly nettle for a few seconds, then retrieve
with short, quick Jerks. You will sometimes
see a pickerel following the fly Just a few
Inches behind. If you draw the fly throtigh ^the water swiftly, stopping suddenly, nine
times out of ten the fish will gobble It be- m
fore he knows what he Is doing. Strike on ~

the Instant of rising, even as the rainbow
fisherman does, else the hook will not be -0
set. You will ba surprised at the battle, the *
splsslilngs, the surface wa!|owlngn. There
will be none of the grandstand play pulledoff by the Western trout, but on light tackle
the battle will be highly satisfactory. I
speak from experience. The forenoon ts the
best, time, from earliest morning on until fII o'clock. I have never had good luck In
the evening, why. T am not sure, though T /have a theory. If you are fortunate enough
to strike a morning with a hint of thunder rin the air you will have wonderful sport.
